No. 2. Beacon, Norta Sayp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, j 


a cable from! the buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated ‘on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 

A} ofa cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, is a loaded crib in an incomplete. state at 
present; at high water. spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the/hull of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in|the course of & few months, 
of which due notice shall. be given. . 

No. 3. Bracox, Nortu Saxp—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered amd black buoys. ' 

No. 4. Beacon, Nortu Saxp—1 cable distant in a S. 
W. direction from: black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle elevated on «a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are white-washed. ae. 

No.5. Beacon; Nortn Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished bythe red cask on ® white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6. Bracox,, Norra Sanp—l-cable distant from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is placed: in 7 feet 
at low water. On the top of tbe pole is a white trian- 
gie,|the apex of which is on the loWer part of the pole,

For Vessels of 
large dranght the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to “ port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, 80 as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel|much deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top| Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, then steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry

No. §. Bracoy, Sourn |Saxnp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in 1 toot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of .the River, and distinguished by « black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the piles 
are also black, 

No. 10. Beacon—Is a land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a large White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part af the Beacon is white-washed. 

All buoys ‘on! the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close on the “port”? hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks tor the Navigable waters of the 
Channel -but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. ‘ 

The old-white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on,the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
P . ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which. must be past

THE PRESENT CONDITION OF BRITISH COLUM- 
BIA BRIEFLY CONSIDERED. 


If we are to accept as authority the press of 
Victoria and its Barkerville scion, British Colum- | 
bia is indeed in a most alarming conilition of | 
fuin and decadence. Depopulated by ® course 
\ of legislation the most monstrous known to mod- 
ern-times, it is about to revert back to primeval 
barbarism—to the undisputed dominion of savage 
Indians and ferocious beasts. The readers of 
these papers have but to draw slightly upon their 
imagination and they will distinctly hear the 
‘savage war-whoop, and see gory.scalps dangling | 
from wampum belts.

end country, if we except the creeks previously 
reported.

‘The scarcity and dearness of 
provisions in the Big Bend cotntry militates 
against prospecting. The supply of provisions 
on Wild Horse Creek is abundant; flour 25c., and 
other articles in proportion. A eonsiderable num- 
ber of loaded trains were making their way in, 
and there is little probability of the supply fal- 
ling short of the demand for the present season, 
atleast.

From Mr.;DeYoung, who came down from 
Lillooet on Tuesday, we learn.that a letter had 
been received in that-town from-Mr. Jamieson, 
commander of the exploring expedition recently 
sent up Bridge River. The letter stated that 
they had struck diggings which prospected well, 
five pansful of dirt yielding $1 25c. ‘These dig- 
gings are not upon Bridge River, but on the head 
waters of @ stream which falls into the Chili- 
coaten River. The packer to the expedition had 

‘returned. for # fresh ‘supply of provisions ; he 
made the return trip in 6 days with his\ animals, 
andealculates the distance-at 150 wiles. To 
those who know Mr. Jamieson it will be quite 
unnecessary for us to say that any report from 
him may be relied upon to fhe full, as both his 
judgment and integrity stand above suspicion. 
The party were setting to work to turn the 
stream and sitk for the bed-rock. It is, of 
course, impossible yet to tell the probable ex- 
tent of these new diggings ; but from what we 
hear respecting the general feature’ of that sec- 
tion of country, it is highly probable that an im- 
portant gold field is about to claim its 
attention. Good diggings within 150 miles of 
Lillooet must become an attractive gold-field— 
easy of access and cheap provisions. We hearti- 
ly congratulate the people of Lillovet upon the 
early success which has crowned their praise- 
Worthy effurt, and earnestly hope it will turn oot 
to be all that could be’ desired. Judge, Elliot 
left for the diggings on Monday morsing.
